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Dear r* a 'id Mrs* PerJtel, 

If you did not recall the address I left almost eight years ago and if my 
85-year-old mother-in-law were not forwarding mail the post office refuses to 
you would not have been able to reach me after viewing the Black Journal show* 

The reason is an unconscionable breach of agreement by WNUT, persisted in by 
other PBS stations that air that show* 

I am and have been working without income and with no toterest in personal 
publicity* There is too much work I can§t get to for me to afford the luxury of even 
paid travel that does not forward my work or make it available to people* Nor was 
1 offered a paid any fee for that appearance. 

When I was asked to travel to Bow York City for that show my precondition was 
that people he told how to reach me* This was agreed to* ^ad it not been I would not 
have been there. It had to require two days and because they did not keep their 
taping schedule it took three* There was no transportation out of New Xor & in my 
direction wh*>n the taping was completed. 

At the studio I vaa told for the first time that this pledge would not be kept. 

Had I then refused to go on the air there would have been no show b 'Cause the others 
invited had their own reasons for not even showing up! I asked as an alternative that 
the phone operators be told what to tell those who might call in and that this informa- 
tion accompany the syndicated tapes* Jt was rejected* In fact, when I asked this of 
the Washington PBS outlet they rejected it on the utterly spurious ground that it 
would endanger their license! They also would not ell callers how to reach me* But I 
know of no case where the representative of a publication appears on PBS without the 
identification and thus a free plug for that publication* I know of no other book 
aired by PBS without the publisher being given* And do i have to tell you all the 
free ad verfrLafo^ that large corporations get for thoir contributions to PBS and its 
stations? Non-commercial indeed when thors is this kind of political discrimination! 

With WNEI it is worse* They asked me to appear on the James itfiarl Ray case, I 
accepted and then they switched to a one-sided appearance by William Bradford 
**uie who corrupted that whole affair and was thoroughly condemned in the Sixth 
Circuit Court of Appeals for it* That was months ago, after the courts denounced 
Huie, he appeared alone, and they have yet to invite me* The man who puts that show 
on is an editor for whom Huie once wrote* Small world. 

And a very sick one with this kind of dishonest, deception and prejudice by the 
"public* 1 broadcast media* 

So, I'm sorry for your trouble and this delay* The list you asked for is 
enclosed. There will be more books if I can find a way of paying the printer* 

You realize, of course, that had the station told the audience ho>« to reach me 
with my hooks not on commercial sale even a fantastic response could not have provided 
enough to cover all the costs of my taking throe days of! and going there* The real 
victims were the audience, a a I specified in stipulating this single precondition 
of my appearance. I fy appearance was a futility for them*
